is Northern Ireland getting a fair deal 
as a partner in the United Kingdom? 
This question, which I have been asking 
now for several years in “ open letters '' 
to Lord Craigavon, the Minister of 
Finance and the Minister of Labour, has 
been brought prominently to the front 
again by a statement issued by Mr. W. J. 
Stewart, M.P., the Unionist member for 
South Belfast at Westminster. Mr. 
Stewart has had the temerity to suggest 
that Northern Ireland is not getting a fair 
deal in regard to the allocation of rearma- 
ment and other work, and all the small- 
minded ‘‘ yes men ” of the official party, 
who apparently think it a crime that 
Ulster should be treated with equality in 
a United Kingdom, are on his track. 
However. Mr. Stewart may find consola- 
tion in the fact that a growing number of 
voters in Northern Ireland are of his way 
of thinking and are convinced that a new 
policy and a different outlook are long 
overdue. ; 

Mr. Stewart points out that within the 
past few months 39 million pounds’ worth 
of contracts have been given to the dis: 
tressed areas of England and Scotland, 
and nothing has come to Northern 
Ireland, although it has a higher rate of 
unemployment than any other district 
outside the South Wales distressed area. 
In the distribution of this money, col- 
lected by the “ United Kingdom ” Exche- 
quer, Mr. Stewart contends that the 
British Government utterly fails to recog- 
nise that Northern Ireland is entitled to 
the same fair deal as the Englishman and 
Scotsman. The Colwyn Committee laid 
down the principle that, in the allocation 
of money from the Imperial Exchequer in 
Great Britain, Northern Ireland was to be 
entitled to an equivalent; but that prin- 
ciple has been quietly shelved, apparently 
with the connivance of the Northern 
Government. 


New Deal Needed 

After fifteen years’ experience of the 
Government of Ireland Act it is recognised 
that there is a serious flaw in the financial 
arrangements of that measure which 
prevents Northern Ireland receiving its 
full advantage of unity in a United 
Kingdom. That financial arrangement 1s 
a double-barrelled one. It provides for 
the unity of the United Kingdom on the 
one hand and denies it on the other. 
Although over 80 per “cent. of* Northern 
Ireland’s total revenue is levied at West- 
minster, the ‘‘ unity ’’ operates perfectly 
when the revenue collected shows a surplus 
over expenditure. Then it goes to the 
Imperial Exchequer as Northern Ireland’s 
imperial contribution. If there is a 
deficit—that is, if the revenue collection 
should be less than the expenditure—the 
‘unity’? goes by the board, and Northern 
Ireland is treated as a separate entity, as 
if it were a Dominion, and told to live 
on its own resources, It is this double- 
barrelled arrangement which is the cause 
of most of the difficulty which Mr. Stewart 
sees so clearly. 

Treasury officials and others in the 
various departments at Whitehall have 
got into the habit of treating Northern 
Ireland as distinct from Great Britain. 
They Tack the vision to visualise a United 
Kingdom, except when demanding re- 
valuation, education levies or larger 
imperial contributions, In the expendi- 
ture of the common Exchequer money they 
display a tendeney to ignore the existence 
of Northern Ireland. They are hide-bound 
by regulations, Acts of Parliament and 
red-tape; but, unfortunately, they also 
ignore such little matters as the White 
Paper on which Northern Ireland finance 
was based, and also the implications of 
the Colwyn award, Uniess Northern 
Ireland kicks up a big enough row they 
will go on ignoring them. The unfortunate 
thing is that, if anyone like Mr. Stewart 
draws attention to the injustice of the 
Northern Ireland position, he is regarded 
as disloyal to the Northern Government. 
In the mind of some people in the North, 
not gifted with logical perception, there 
are two main disloyalties. One is to insist 
on unity with the Free State, and the 
other is to insist on greater financial unity 
and equality with Great Britain in a 
United Kingdom. According to them, the 
Northern Government and all its works, 
both of commission and omission, must be 
regarded as sacrosanct. Even Lord

Some Reflections 
[t might be asked if Northern Ireland 


is treated as a separate entity, how is it 
that the social services are virtually the 
same as in Great Britain, and that there 
is a reinsurance agreement to help the 
unemployment funds of both areas? But 
that only emphasises the double-barrel 
nature of the financial arrangement. The 
“ Government of Ireland Act and the 
financial arrangements made under it did 
not provide for a reinsurance agreement, 
but for two separate insurance funds. 

This was an arrangement about which 
the late Lord Carson expressed grave 
doubt as to its wisdom, and suggested the 
existence of one unemployment scheme for 
both areas. Later developments proved he 
was right, and the reinsurance agreement 
entered into was an attempt to emphasise 
the essential unity of the United Kingdom, 
even though this agreement compelled 
Northern Ireland to shoulder itself a 
percentage of the liability. The reinsur- 
ance agreement, which the Minister of 
Labour aiways pressed for, has established 
the essential wnity of both areas in 
principle, but that principle does not yet 
cover the whole range of financial liability 
in the Northern province, nor can it ever 
be made to do so unless the Northern 
Government presses for a “ thick and 
thin ’’ arrangement with Britain to replace 
the present ‘‘ one-sided’’ arrangement 
which is designed im favour of Great 
Britain. No attempt is ever made officially 
to refute this argument, but privately its 
accuracy is often admitted. 

Lord Craigavon next week will go on his 
annual holiday—this year to the Pacific. 
No one will deny that his years of service 
entitle him to a well-earned holiday. But 
even when on holiday he can, perhaps, 
serve the Ulster cause if he will aon Fa 
over the riddle: ‘‘ When is a United 
Kingdom not a United Kingdom?’’ Is it 
when the junior partner pays all into the 
common pool, and not when it asks for its 
fair share out of the pool? If he can solve 
these riddles and bring back a new scheme 
of equality of opportunity as well as 
obligation his holiday will be a prefitable 
one to the. peaple of Northern Treland. 
This week Belfast had a visit from the 
chief .of the Unienist Party in Great 
Britain, the Right Hon, Douglas Hacking, 
M.P. He was vociferously received by the 
Ulster Unionist Council, It is to be hoped 
that at the private session of the Council 
some delegate had the courage to ask him 
to implement the Balfour Declaration in 
regard to the Unionist conception of 
finance in a United Kingdom. The 
Unionist Party of which he is the head 
has stood by the Balfour .Declaration on 
Palestine and the war debts. Is it equally 
certain that it has adopted the declaration 
of Lord Balfour that in a United Kingdom 
they should not look elosely at what one 
area gives or gets, but all should be 
treated alike? A former guest of the 
Unionist Council, the present Minister of 
Agriculture (Mr, Morrison), when Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Treasury, put 
forward the suggestion that the common 
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of the whole family. Unfortunately, many 
in the North think Ulster is being treated 
as an unwanted stepson—very welcome if 
he is paying over all his ready cash to the 
family till, but not so welcome if he asks 
for equality in dress or opportunity. It is 
to be. hoped Mr. Hacking will ponder over 
this before he returns to the. party 
conclave. - 


A Weak Reply 


Lord Craigavon, at the annual meeting 
of the Ulster Unionist Council, attempted 
to refute & statement of Mr. Stewart, 
M.P., that Northern Ireland was not 
getting a fair share of the re-armament 
work. He declared that Belfast had got 
over two mmi]lion pounds’ worth of work 
in two warships alone, which is twice as 
mhch as Northern Ireland would be en- 
titled to upon a population basis. Lord 
Craigavon, however, failed to mention 
that the rate of unemployment in 
Northern Ireland is higher than any other 
area of the United Kingdom, apart from 
South Wales, and is entitled in a United 
Kingdom to special consideration as well 
as other distressed areas. 

To quote Northern Ireland upon a popu- 
lation basis in view of this fact is un- 
fortunate, because he apparently regards 
Northern Ireland as a separate entity and 
not as a part of the United Kingdom, and 
does not take into account the rich and 
prosperous areas of the South of England. 
If he wished to make comparisons they 
should be made with the Clyde, the Tyne. 
Birkenhead, and South Wales industrial 
areas, and give the relative populations of 
these and the amount of Government work 
distributed. 

It is very remarkable how both the 
British Government departments and the 
Northern Government will use the rela- 
tive population argument when it isa dis- 
advantage to Northern Ireland, yet will 
not accept it on the only basis that it 
would be equitable to Northern Ireland— 
namely, in the allocation of the total 
revenue collected at Westminster between 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

The population basis was used under 
the first re-insurance agreement until its 
injustice to Northern Ireland became 
manifest, and it was then changed to the 
relative unemployment, which was the 
correct method of dealing with an unem- 
ployment scheme, and should operate also 
in the allocation of work to relieve un- 
employment. It is now used by the Prime 
Minister for work allocation, when mani- 
festly it failed miserably as an equitable 
basis for the re-insurance agreement. 

Perhaps, the Prime Minister will yet 
see that the only fair way to use the popu- 
lation basis is in the allocation of the 
total revenue of both areas after they have 
been pooled, giving.to Northern Ireland 
its share or one-fortieth, and the balance, 
after paying the comparative expenditure, 
being regarded as Northern Ireland’s con- 
tribution to imperial services. In effect 
the Prime Minister has told the imperial 
authorities that Northern Ireland has got 
more than its fair share of re-armament 
work, which, on the ratio of unemploy- 
ment in a United Kingdom, is not correct. 


Linen Trade Problem 


The linen industry in Northern Ireland, 
which gives employment to about 70,000 
people, is likely to be faced with a serious 
difficulty unless there is a quick solution 
of the flax supply problem. .Over 90 per 
cent. of the total flax used in the Irish 
and Scotch linen industry is imported, 
chiefly from Soviet Russia, the Baltic pro- 
vinces and Belgium. Last year flax to the 
value of over £2,000,000 was imported. 

The total value of the Northern flax 
crop was, roughly, £450,000 last year. 
The total acreage under cultivation was 
25,576, compared with 32,575 acres in 
1955, and 143,000 acres during the war 
boom period. With high-yield pedigree 
flax seed Northern Ireland farmers would 
have to grow about six or seven times the 
present acreage of flax to supply the needs 
of the linen industry. Now that Russia | 
is developing the spinning of its own flax, 
is it possible for Northern and Irish 
farmers to grow this quantity? It does 
not appear likely under existing methods 
and at the present price levels, but for- 
tunately new ideas in methods are making 
rapid progress. ' 

Some information in regard to these has 
been supplied by Mr. Lewis C. Gray, the 
Chairman of the Flax and Seed Committee 
of the Linen Research Association and 
Chairman of Norfolk Flax, Ltd. Pedigree 
flax seed, which is now produced in larger 
quantities and will soon be available for 
general sowing, has increased the yield of 
flax from about 25 stones per statute 
acre to 50 stones, so that farmers have a 
greater incentive to produce flax. 

Mr. Gray calculates that this higher- 
yielding pedigree flax seed last year put 
over £100,000 extra in the pockets of flax 
producers. Experiments which are being 
conducted in Norfolk have evolved a satis- 
factory flax-pulling machine, which will 
obviate the laborious work in the flax 
fields; an entirely satisfactory method of 
tank-retting, which will eliminate the 
most unpleasant of the farm flax pro- 
cesses, and satisfactory deseeding and 
seed-cleaning plant has been evolved. The 
result of these experiments may lead to 
the establishment of large-scale cultivation 
of flax in Northern Ireland, and the estab- 
lishment of central retteries and scutch- 
ing by power, imstead of the old hand- 
wheel. With such developments Ireland 
should be able to produce all the flax it 
requires and capture a £2,000,000 raw

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MASKED RAIDERS’ 
ATTACK 


FIVE GALWAY MEN 
SENTENCED 


—— 


N attack—termed by State counsel as 
A “brutal and savage’’—-made by 
masked intruders on four men while 
they lay sleeping in a loft at Headford, 
County Galway, on December 18 last, was 
described before the Military Tribunal yester- 


day. 
Five County Galway men—Peter Hughes 
Kilbeg; Edward O’Brien, Lettra; Edwa 
huge wania ; Eegx Walsh, Slieve- 
roe, and Mark Greaney. rig sacs 
uilty to wounding John, Martin and Michael 
arter, and John Hynes, with intent to do 
them grievous bodily harm; to the possession 
of a shotgun, revolver and ammunition, with 
intent to endanger life, and to having fire- 
arms and ammunition without the necessary 
certificates. 

The Court found the accused men guilty 
on the charges of wounding with intent and 
possession of firearms not covered by a 
certificate. 

Peter Hughes and Edward O’Brien were 
each sentenced to eighteen months’ imprison- 
ment, twelve months not to be enforced if 
they entered into recognisances before a 
Dublin District Justice in the sum of £10 to 
ae the peace for two years; the sentences 
to date from the day of arrest. 

Edward Montague, Roger Walsh and Mark 
Greaney were orde to enter into recog- 
nisances before a District Justice in Galway, 
within fifteen days, in the sum of £10, 
keep the peace for two years, and sentence 
was deferred. 

The State entered a nolle prosequi on a 
charge against all five of membership of an 
unlawful association styling itself ‘‘ The Irish 
Republican Army.” 

n passing sentence, the President said that 
the Court always had taken a serious view 
of cases in which firearms had been carried 
or used.

STORY OF ATTACK 


Outlining the case for the State, Mr. T. 

O'Connor), 
for the Attorney-General, said that the four 
attacked men had been asleep in an outhouse 
when there was a rush through the doors, 
and, before those first aroused could warn 
their comrades, th-w had been beaten 
savagely and brutally as they lay defenceless. 

One of the attackers, Edward O’Brien, had 
carried a revolver. Peter Hughes had been 
armed with a shotgun. Greaney and Mon- 
tague did not appear actually to have entered 
the room in which the crime was committed. 
When one of the weapons used for beating 
the unfortunate men become unservice- 
able. another stick had been handed from the 
RA to the principal intruder. Roger 
be ag ad, it was believed, handed in that 
stick, 

Shots had been discharged from the re- 
volver, and marks of the bullets had been 
found on the walls of the room. It was nét, 
however, suggested that the shots had been 
discharged with the deliberate intention of 
wounding any of the men. The shotgun ap- 
parently had been used in the same manner 
as the sticks—for beating. ; 

The case had arisen when a brother of the 
accused man, Peter Hughes, ‘had come to 
the barracks to report that the shotgun had 
been seized by masked men. Shortly after- 
wards the injured men had made the com- 
plaint. The men who entered the room a 
masks. . 

Mr. L. E. O'Dea, solicitor, for the defence, 
said that the young men in the dock had 
acted under a very foolish and sudden im- 
pulse. They were thoroughly ashamed of 
their conduct, about which there was no 
political significance of any kind. 

Speaking of the history of the case, Mr. 
O'Dea said that apparently one of the Carters 
had taken a boat belonging to Peter Hughes, 
who had reported the matter to the Civic 
Guard. Later, word had been conveyed to 
Hughes that the Carters intended to have 
revenge by planting poteen on him and in- 
forming the Guards. 


POTEEN 


On the night in question Hughes suspected 
that poteen was being made, and he went out 
to try and destroy it. After searching the 
shores of Lough Corrib with the other accused 
men, the Carters were visited, and the 
incidents already related before the Court 
took place.

MR. SHANE LESLIE ON 
AMERICAN IDEALS 


only relations that ever again would 

exist between America and Europe was 
expressed by Mr. Shane Leslie, the dis- 
tinguished writer and journalist, in the course 
of his lecture at the al Dublin Society's 
premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday. 

The attendance, which was very large, 
included the American Minister and Mrs. A. 
Owsley, Colonel Theodore Roosevelt arid Mrs. 
Roosevelt, and M. Guerlet (French Minister) 
and Madame Guerlet. 

At the beginning of his lecture, Mr. Shane 
Leslie spoke of the visit of Colonel Roosevelt, 
to Ireland, and. said that surely the flags 
should have been out in Dublin on the occa- 
sion of the visit of any son of Theodore 
Roosevelt to this country. Mr. Theodore 
Roosevelt, he added, was the first and 

reatest President I ever met, and although 
Éis history has not yet been written, Ireland, 
or the historians of this country, one day 
will discover that only once did the head of 
a State and the Governor of another great 
country most distinctly stand out for Ireland 
ig days when it meant so much. i 

“I have known a fair number oí Presi- 
dents, and perhaps I can epitomise some 
of them. I always agreed that the great 
Theodore was a wonderful combination 
between two saints—St. Paul and St. Vitus. 
He, as you know, was followed by President 
Taft, whom I can only describe as a fine 
old-fashioned, stern lawyer, qualified by the 
benevolence of a comedian. Next was 
the one whom history has set highest 
in our memories — President Wilson,

and say impression of him was that he was a 
strong combination between a messiah and a 
mule. He was the most Irish of all the 
Presidents.’ 


Countries Compared 


Proceeding With his lecture, Mr. Leslie said 
that he always thought that the great differ- 
ence between a European country and the 
American Continent was that we had what 
they called settled races and settled culture, 
while in America they had culture in the 
making. They had to travel in America to 
realise the youth of that country, and it was 
not a mere use of terms to speak of an old 
country and a new country. 

In America, he said, one is constantly re- 
minded of that amazing growth of country, 
nationality, theory, progress and invention, 
which were all comprized in three long life- 
times. | never have regarded American 
history as flowing like a river, straight, but 
rather as a series of experiments. 


Irish Influence 


Before the eighteenth century revolution 
the - colonists were devoted admirers and 
unitators of England and English institutions, 
and the folly of Kngland in upsetting that 
admiration had somewhat changed the history 
of the world. During the revolution that 
admiration passed on to Ireland, and the 
revolutionary forces were based very much 
on the volunteers of the eighteenth century. 
After the revolution France had a great 
effect, and then for a few decades America 
was finding itself. That would have pro- 
ceeded but for the great break of the Civil 
War, which, although forgotten in some 
ways, and forgiven in all, never ceased from 
affecting American history. It settled the 
slavery question, but the negro question 
began. as someone said. 

he decades that followed were the 
famous decades of wealth and apparently 
illimitable material progress and invention 
until the end of the century was reached. 
Then, for a moment, the United States 
lapsed into Imperialism, and, as #iey knew, 
took over such interesting places as the 
Philippines, enormously to their rage But 
all the time America was beginning t6 feel 
herself more and more strongly until ine 
outbreak of the Great War. ) 

I have noticed changes greater than 
Americans can notice. hey are enormous, 
and no European country must henceforth 
expect full admiration; indeed, very little 
imitation is to be expected. Henceforth, 
America will imitate herself. Political 
thought in Europe will not affect America, 
The Socialist and Fascist conceptions of 
mind and politics will pass into the Atlantic. 
America will evolve herself, and she is doing 
so. There never will be treaties or alliances 
with any European Power. Once you have 
realised that, you can consider what pleasant 
links of culture you can offer, and what 
invisible bonds of friendship. But do not 
imagine that the United States will ever, 
ever take part in the European melting pot 
again. 


The Cultural Appeal 


What interests Americans far more is on 
the side of literature, tradition and the arts. 
Here we are always saying that Americans 
are given up to materialism and the almighty 
dollar, but if you went about in that country 
one of the things that would strike you most 
is the great idealistic side of America, when 
compared to these countries. Americans are 
more interested in, and will give more to 
preserve, matters of aestheticism and 
idealism than in any other country.

So absorbing 
was the United States that the waves of Irish 
people who went to America in the eighteenth 
century had disappeared, except for their 
Irish names. No race could hold its own as

Srr,—Since to my knowledge no public 
lecture on André Gide was reported in your 
columns recently other than my unambitious 
one to the Dublin Literery Society, perhaps | 
may presume to offer a word of comment on 
your fourth “‘leader’’ of December 24th, 
entitled “'The Real Russia,’ and beginning:

last-named providing a probably unique 
record of the fashions of thirty years ago.

Heaven knows there is enough advertising 
talent in Ireland, too, if it was allowed 
full scope. But: “ Buy Murphy’s Boots.’’ 
It is almost an insult. 


Ghe War of the Presses 


The reverberations of the Royal abdica- 
tion have not yet died away. Among my 
cuttings from - American newspapers— 
which, in the matter of the abdication, 
called a spade a spade, and worse—I am 
now getting the dirty linen of the 
American versus English Press war. 

The Americans are still angry with the 
British Press for the manner in which it 
has been complaining about the bad 
manners of American Pressmen. One New 


York paper opens an attack on Lord 
Rothermere with: ‘‘ He is a lord alright, 
but not in the American understanding 
of the title. He is a Johnny-come-lately 


lord. He was the book-keeper and busi- 
ness office man for his brother Alf, who 
became Lord Northcliffe.”’ 

The burden of the American Pressman's 
grievance js that the British Press, while 
decrying American vulgarity, turned it to 
profit by reprinting it—just to show how 
vulgar the Americans are. Just as, last 
winter, the English papers printed the 
contraband photograph of little John 
Lindbergh to show what scoundrels the 
American photographers are. 

As a journalist, I find this kind of thing 
rather painful. 


A Joint aster

Clontarf Sea Promenade 


A resident ‘in Dollymount reminds me 
that I made reference to a note which he 
sent me more than a year ago, in which 
he protested against the Corporation’s 
lackadaisical procedure with Clontarf’s 
sea promenade. - Now he tells me that 
another year sees no advance with the 
project. Instead’ of useless dredgers there 
have been equally useless pumps floating 
about on old canal barges, but the 
promenade continues to be nothing more 
than “ much-promised land,’’ and the sea 
road becomes more ragged and dis- 
reputable-looking every month. “ It 
almost looks,’’ says my irate correspon- 
dent, “as if some practical joker were 
merely trying to be funny !”’ | 

If my recollection can be trusted, some- 
thing like five years have gone since the 
Corporation adopted plans for the scheme, 


and promised its completion in about | 


three years. At the present rate of pro- 
gress my friend says that thirty-three 
years would be. an optimist’s view of 
probabilities. While I am _ naturally 
reluctant to express opinions on a position 
which may involve some special engineer- 
ing difficulties, my sympathy with my 
Dollymount friend and his neighbour pro- 
vokes me to suggest that the time has 
come for new men and new methods. If 
such marine works are outside the scope 
of the Corporation’s staff, why not ask 
the Port and Docks Board to take over 


the job? From a layman’s point of view, 


such dredging and reclamation work 
would seem to be the natural work of 
harbour engineers. 


Corks 


My wine merchant has been telling me 
things about corks, of which, by the way, 
he passesses an admirable collection. 

Some corks, he tells me, will keep wine 
in perfect condition for fifty years, but 


there are others which infect and corrupt 
the contents of their bottle. I have met 


with some of these latter, and it is not 
particularly reassuring to know that they 


are rare, 


Nobody yet has ever been able to dis- 


tinguish between a cork which will 
destroy wine and a cork which will pre- 
serve it. Large sums are lost annually 
through corked wine, and a fortune awaits 
the scientist who will discover how to 
decide corkish virtue or vite. 


Several modern devices have supplanted 


the cork in beer and spirit bottles ; but, in 


spite of corkiness, the wine merchants 


will have none of them. And what would 
we do without the pop, anyhow? 


Salmon 


I see that people who are interested in 
the Liffey salmon are perturbed lest any 
contemplated hydraulic construction may 
eventually destroy that great fishery. 
Already it is feared that the Shannon, 
once a great salmon river, is now in the 
decline. It is believed that the Free State 
Government is still considering the recom- 
mendations of the Special Commission on 
inland fisheries preparatory to drafting 
a bill which will enable it to put at least 
scme of them into operation. Nothing 
should be left undone that could in any 
way help to maintain the great fisheries 
which are such an asset to a country like 
this. A number of Irish rivers are 
already open, while those in the South 
give an indication of a plentitude ol 
spawners. The hatchery at Mallow, on 
the Blackwater, is by all accounts well 
stocked. The famous Blackcastle hatchery 
on the Boyne is being run this year by 
Mr. Bertram Fitzherbert, and that 
reminds me that, in my opinion, there 
is no salmon to equal that of the historic 
Boyne Water. 
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ST. BARTHOLOMEW’S CHURCH 


The Services in St. Bartholomew’s Church 
to-morrow will commemorate the consecration 
oí the church by Archbishop Chenevix 
Trench at Christmas, 1867, being the sixty- 
ninth festival.

TOUR OF DUBLIN BAY 


The new lifeboat went out facing a 8.S.E. 
half-gale and very troubled waters, doing a 
tour of Dublin Bay of two hours’ duration, 
and responding satisfactorily to every test. 

Outside, several miles from the shore, the 
lifeboat circled about the s.s. Beta, of 
Groningen, a Dutch cargo vessel, which, 
sailing ‘‘light,”’ had had to face a lot of 
dirty weather off the east coast in an endea- 
vour to reach the port of Dublin. When, 
however, the lifeboat returned to harbour the 
Beta’s master seemed to cast an appreciative 
eve on the shelter there. Half an hour later 
he followed the lifeboat in. Though he had 
had the benefit of watching the lifeboat’s 
course, the coming to a mooring with a ship 
high and light in so stiff a wind was no 
easy business, Everybody stood out at the 
end of the harbour wall to watch the pro- 
ceeding. It was very neatly done. After a 
slight analaí of her bow at the inner corner 
of the pierhead the Beta lay cosily alongside 
the wall, indifferent to wind or tide. 


CREW SATISFIED 


All the officials and crew of the new life- 
boat having come ashore well pleased with 
the test, the sunken punt recovered, a last 
look was taken. at the old lifeboat, Lady 
Kylsant. She is going to Scotland for re- 
conditioning before being placed on the 
Wicklow station. 

After the exercise the boat was formally 
handed over by Commander Upton to Mr. 
B. J. Newcombe, hon. secretary, represent- 
ing the Howth Branch.

HAT is the significance of the changes 

W attempted or effected by Mr. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt’s ‘ New 

Deal” in the United States? This was the 

subject of a broadcas; by Mr. Donal 
O’Sullivan from Radio Athlone last night. 

The underlying inciple of President 
Roosevelt's New eal. he said, was 
undoubtedly that of giving security as 
against the eighteenth century principle of 
ensuring freedom of enterprise. 

In his New Deai President Roosevelt, with 
enormous courage and energy, set himself the 
task of providing security for every section 
of the community. Take, for example, his 
bankling policy. Millions of dollars of 
depositors money had been lost in the crisis. 
Changes were made in the banking structure, 
but these could never of themselves have 
restored lost confidence. A far more direct 
and unorthodox method was chosen, By the 
establishment of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation the bulk of bank 
deposits were insured. This restored con- 
fidence very rapidly, but the guarantee of 
banking solvency by public credit is, of 
course, the antithesis of a private banking 
system. 

In the Securities Act of 1933, and in the 
setting up of the Securities Exchange Com- 
mission. an attempt has been made to give 
the same kind of security to buyers of stocks 
and shares. The Commission is said to 
have proved of real benefit to the bona fide 
investor. 

Another foundation stone of the New Deal 
is the establishment of control over the value 
of the currency by the devaluation of the 
dollar and the successful raising of prices. 
Organised relief was a similar departure 
from traditional practice. 


NATIONAL RECOVERY 


When the New Deal entered the field of 
positive planning it encountered difficulties, 
many of which proved to be insuperable. 
Its most ambitious venture was the famous 
N.R.A.; or, to give it is full title, the 
National Recovery Administration, set up 
under an Act of 1933 and declared unconsti- 
tutional in 1935. Ths general objects of 
the Act were, once again, to give security 


to certain economic groups. Industry was to | 


be protected by ths elimination of unfair 
competition and price-cutting, and by the 
suspension of the anti Trust laws; the rights 
of labour were to 'e assured by the regula- 
tion of wages and hours, and of child labour, 
and by the celebrated Section 7 (a), which 
was to establish the principle of collective 
bargaining. 

As there was no proper machinery to 
enforce compliance, the NBA. very soon 
broke down. It had raised prices materially 
without increasing wages or providing 
additional employment in anything like the 
same ratio; and when the Supreme Court 
declared it unconstitutional it was, in fact, 
passing a death sentence on a corpse 

Mr. Roosevelt’s success, like that of most 


great experimenters, is not absolute, but

The Northern Problem 


President de Valera arrived back in 
Dublin last evening after his prolonged 
conversations in London on Thursday with 
Mr. Malcolm Macdenald. Nobody expected 
that he would add anything to the laconic 
communiqué which was issued afte the 
meeting by Mr. Dulanty, and. while there 
is a distinct feeling of optimism in Dublin, 
the general public is just/as much in the 
dark as ever it was. We have no doubt 
that in the very near future some Anglo- 
Irish arrangement will be made, extend- 
ing, and, from the Irish standpoint, im-

It is even possible that the

entirely, and that normal trading relations 
may be restored between Great Britain 
and the Free State; but it would be 
foolish to place too high hopes on the

lateral instrument. It has abolished the 
right of appeal to the Privy Council, done 
away with the Second Chamber, got rid 
of the office of Goyernor-General, and 
removed the King from the Constitution 
in all matters relating to domestic affairs. 
The Free State to-day is a Republic in 
everything but name. Its sole link with 
the British Commonwealth consists in the 
de Valera rushed through

We do not necessarily agree with Lord 
Craigavon’s prognosis; but it is well that 
those in the South who are building false 
hopes upon shifting sands should under- 
stand the Northern point of view. The 
Northern Premier gave an imposing 
rehearsal of the benefits that accrued to 
the six counties by virtue of their 
inclusion in the United Kingdom. 
He laid particular emphasis on the 
financial advantages of this connection, 
but 
privileges could not be expressed in terms 
of money—they were priceless. 

We believe in the essential unity of this 
island; and we believe that, but for the 
short-sighted policy that was pursued by 
Mr. de Valera immediately after the sign- 
ing of the treaty, that unity to-day might 
have been an accomplished fact. Now, in 
our opinion, the healing of the breach 
between North and South must be left to 
time. No good purpose can be served by 
pretence in this matter. Not only will the 
people of Northern Ireland have nothing 
to do with the Free State; but there are 
many citizens of the Sdorstat, fervent sup- 
porters of Mr. de Valera, who would be 
anything but ES if the North actually 
should “come in.” How long, for ex- 
ample, would certain Southern industries 
continue to exist if they should become ex- 
posed to the untrammelled competition of 
Northern firms? How would Fianna Fáil'a 
mechanical majority in Dáil ireann 
fare in an All-Ireland Parliament? We 
pose these questions merely in order to 
show that the problem of Irish unity is 
not quite so simple as it may seem to be

Purging the Pictures 


The Film Censor’s report, to anybody 
who cares to study it with care, is always 
an interesting document; but to draw a 
moral from it is not easy. Last year 
1,685 films. were presented for censorship, 
as compared with 1,587 in 1935. Of last 
year’s supply the Censor passed 1,499 
without cuts, as compared with 1,260 in 
the previous year, and 151 with cuts, as 
against last year’s 239. The Appeal Board, 
asked to give a second opinion on those 
which had been condemned out of hand, 
passed five of them without cuts, and 
eight with cuts. In all, 1,663 of last 
year’s original 1,683 were allowed to go 
before the public—a total which compares 
favourably with 1935’s 1,529 out of 1,587; 
and the percentage of absolute rejections 
has fallen from 3.65 to 1.18. In the 
‘absence of proof that Mr. James Mont- 
gomery, who has been Censor since 1923, 
is acquiring tolerance with the passage of 
the years, we must assume that the moral 
tone of the films has begun to show an 
improvement. We ourselves have been 
accustomed always to take these charges 
of immorality against the films 
with a grain cf salt; but it. is 
clear that the “purity campaign" in 
the United States has removed whatever 
small vestiges of sexual suggestiveness 
they ever possessed. Far more urgent, in

our view, is the need to control the show- | Bee 


ing of gangster films and the like, Almost | 
daily the courts of Ireland, Great Britain 
and America bear witness to the evil effect 
of such films on the young mind... There 
is little doubt that many smash-and-grab 
raiders, kidnappers and desperadoes gener- 
ally are charming people, worthy succes- 
sors to the courtly tradition of Robin 
Hood and Claud Duval; but the ‘‘ roman- 
ticising ” of crimes on the screen—and, 
for that matter, in popular literature—is 
bound to lend it a certain spurious attrac- 
tiveness in the eyes of young people who 
know no better. ‘‘Horror’’ films, also, 
which seem to be on the increase, demand 
control—for obvious reasons. We do not 
envy Mr. Montgomery the responsibilities 
of his job, but we congratulate him on the 
efficiency with which, to judge from the 
results, he tackles them. Now that licen- 
tious films are being stopped at source, 
he will have more opportunity to attend to 
those which stand in even greater need of 
control. 


An Innovation 


For the new year it has been decided

Herr Hitler himself has let it be known 
that the German people will have to go 
on contemplating questions forming 
opinions, and saying what they think, 
even within earshot of an 
wearing the party badge, so that one sees 
how determined the Wilhelmstrasse has 
become. It would have been a pretty 
fair example of Nazi tyranny if the 
German people had been ordered to think 
as they pleased when there was no party 
official in sight.; but now security from 
thought cannot be gained even when 
there is a party official to overhear. Last 
year there was no surer sanctuary. If a 
German gentleman woke up with a lot of 
hallucinations scampering through his 
brain, completely formless ravings about 
democracy, and guns and butter, and 
General Goering’s uniforms, he bustled 
off to the nearest Nazi guard-post before 
this extraordinary mental upheaval 
should prejudice his sanity. He found 
instant relief. Now he has been deprived 
of his panacea; and, while we have 
experience of few more curious travesties 
of justice, we must admit ourselves 
slightly gratified to see that. Herr Hitler 
has not gone the whole Schwein. or hog. 
The admission still is made in high party 
circles that the real ideas spring from the 
minds of the rulers. Great and wise 
decisions ripen only in solitude; and, 
since it happens that there is more all- 
round solitude, more undisturbed peace 
iv Herr Hitler’s mountain home in 
Berchtesgaden than in any other given 
portion of Germany, we may expect that 
Berchtesgaden will continue to supply the 
German nation with food for thought. 
There is no denying, however, that the 
Reich now will have to do a great deal 
more than merely to lap it up.

The question likely to arise is whether the 
Bank of France may pay out to individuals 
the gold or coin placed there by members 
of the Government. At the moment the 
‘Bank of France is keeping the bullion in 
reserve until the situation has become 
clear. The Spanish Government has 
handed in a Note to the British Foreign 
Office protesting against the raising of this 
question by the Non-In‘ervention Commit- 
tee, as it does not admit that the Com- 
mittee has a right to deal in any way with 
the gold; which it claims is the undisputed 
property of Spain and its legal Govern- 
ment. 


Germans in Morocco 


In Paris there has been trouble in 
official quarters 1egarding the recent scare 
that there were masses of Germans in 
Morocco. It now appears that the scar 
was engineered by some French Colonial 
officials on nothing stronger than reports 
in a Tangier newspaper that a German 
Army force had arrived in Spanish 
Morocco. The heads of the Government 
were absent from Paris, and in the 
circumstances the reports were circulated 
to the. French newspapers’ without 
reference to their origin, and two days 
passed before M. Blum and M. Delbos 
could check the stories of German land 
ings. Immediately on the return of 
Ministers to Paris M. Chautemps de- 
manded an inquiry, and this has been 
followed by a guarantee that there shal! 
be no more such scares by officials. The 
whole affair shows how national animosi- 
ties can be inflamed by easily contrivet 
intrigues. 


Debate on Spain 


The Labour Party is greatly concerned 
about the Spanish question, and, though 
it was thought that a debate could not 
be arranged on Spain in the House of 
Commons before Mr. Eden returned from 
a lengthy visit to Geneva, the Government 
at the last moment have agreed to 4 
debate on Tuesday evening. Mr. Eden 
hopes to be able to make a statement on 
the situation before he leaves for Switzer- 
land. 


Naval Armaments 


The Foreign Office 
Italian Government is ready to give an 
assurance that it will not mount yuns 
above the 14-inch calibre on capital ships, 
provided that all the important Naval 
Powers accept this limitation. This means 
that, with the exception of Japan, all the 
piincipal Naval Powers, as well as a 
number of those with smaller navies, 
have now specifically accepted the 14-inch 
gun, thus diminishing risks of an upward 
race in the sizes of ships and guns, The 
Japanese Government have the question 
under consideration. Article 4 of Pact 2 
of the London Naval Treaty, signed by 
Great Britain, France and the United 
States last March, lays down a maximum 
gun calibre of 14 inches for capital ships, 
unless the parties to the Washington 
Naval Treaty of 1922 fail to reach an 
agreement to conform to this provision 
before April 1, 1937. In the event of 
failure to reach agreement by that date, 
the article establishes a maximum calibie 
of 16 inches.

Railways in Egypt 


The State railways contracts for British 
firms, which have been announced to-da\ 
may be the first of many from Egypt, as 
the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty provides for 
the development and increase of rail 
facilities in the canal zone, where a snobile 
British force is to be stationed, and where 
the construction of a great network of 
roads and bridges will be necessary. These 
roads will be twenty feet wide, provided 
with by-passes round villages, and it is 
probable they will do more than anything 
else to break down the narrow spirit which 
still leads to village feuds and battles and 
a very poor standard of living.

HE . various State and other 

functions connected with the 
Coronation of King George VI. will 
extend over a period of eleven weeks. 
The King has approved of the 
arrangements, which were issued in 
an official announcement yesterday. 
They include a series of Royal 
Courts, State banquets and Court 
balls at Buckingham Palace. 
The official pageantry follows, in 
general detail, that which marked 
the Coronation of King George V, 
and Queen Mary. On this occasion, 
however, ‘‘ wireless ’’ will play its 
part for the first time in the imposing 
ceremonial, 
The historic Service at the Abbey 
will follow, in its essentials, the 
ritual that has been observed’ for 
centuries, and in the evening the 
King will carry out the plan proposed 
originally by King Edward VIII. 
(now Duke of Windsor), and broad- 
cast a message to the Empire. 


COURTS AND OFFICIAL 
CEREMONIES 


The celebrations will begin with a Court 
on May 5, and other Courts will he held 
on May 6 and July 1. 
On the day before the Coronation on 
May 12 addresses of loyal greetings will be 
presented by the Prime Ministers of the 
Dominions and by representatives of India 
and of the Colonial Empire. There will be 
a State banquet at the Palace on May 10, 
after the arrival of the foreign envoys and 
deputations, and another on May 13, the 
dav after the Coronation. 
The Foreign Secretary will give a dinner 
to the King and Queen at the Foreign 
Office on Friday, May 14, and afterwards 
there will be a Court ball at Buckingham 
Palace. The Foreign Office dinner will be 
a magnificent function, attended probably 
by all the Ambassadors to the Court of 
St. James. It will take place in the white 
and gold Locarno room on the first floor 
of the Foreign Office, the State room in 
which Sir Austen Chamberlain, M. Briand 
and Herr Stresemann signed the Locarno 
Treaty. 
On the following two days there are to 
be investitures at the Palace. 
The naval review by the King—probably 
at Spithead—is arranged for May 20, and 
on May 24—Empire Day—the King and 
Queen will attend Service at St. Paul’s. 
After their visit to Scotland, from July 
5 to July 12, the King and Queen will visit 
Wales on Juy 14 and 15. :

The King and Queen will drive to the 
Guildhall and lunch with the Lord Mayor, 
and on the evening of May 27 they will 
be present at a reception by the London 
County Council.

SAFER AND STRONGER

time of uncertainty abroad, occasioned by 
the bitter civil war raging in Spain and 
the ever-present danger of other con- 
tinental Powers becoming involved. British 
diplomacy had been wisely and con- 
sistently directed towards non-interven- 
tion, and to-preventing the spread of the 
conflagration. Only an echo of what was 
going on reached them, far removed as 
they were from the scene of hostilities, 
but, as part of the United Kingdom, they 
assured the British Government of whole- 
hearted support if and when required. 
However, he expressed the sanguine ex- 
pectation of all present that Mr. 
Baldwin’s wise statesmanship, so ably 
supported by the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs and the other members of 
the Cabinet in Downing street, would 
guide the ship of State clear of any en- 
tanglement, and he trusted the situation 
would be so far clarified during the ensu- 
ing twelve months that he might issue, 
with reasonable hope of acceptance, an 
invitation to Mr. Anthony Eden to be 
their guest of honour in 1938. 

The Prime Minister went on to say that 
1937 found Northern Ireland in a far safer 
and stronger position than it had been his 
privilege for many years to look back 
upon. He had just verified that opinion by 
reading the lives and memoirs of Arthur 
Balfour, Winston Churchill, Joseph 
Chamberlain, Lord Carson, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, and other statesmen; they 
vividly recalled to one’s mind the grave 
perils which perpetually beset Ulster from 
the time of Gladstone and Parnell till 
1920. Though by patience and persever- 
ance they had successfuly lived down 
much of the misrepresentations indulged 
in by their detractors, he feared that even 
yet a want of appreciation existed in the 
minds of certain critics concerning the 
significance of theconstitutional privileges 
conferred upon them, centred in their 
parliamentary institution at Stormont. 


IMPERIAL LINK 


He did not propose to develop the

In foreign countries they were privileged 
to participate in possibly the finest Con- 
sular service existing, which was of great 
value to Ulster trade, reaching as it did 
to every corner of the globe. In financial. 
arrangements with foreign countries the 
United Kingdom Treasury looked after 
Ulster’s interests, with all the weight and 
authority of the British Government, in 
the settlement of trading debts of Italy, 
Germany and other places, and in a 
variety of similar activities. They en- 
joyed the benefit of the great postal, tele- 
graph, telephone and broadcasting 
Organisations -and arrangements. Tho 
Bank of England note, which was the 
currency of Northern Ireland, was good 
in any country. 


OTHER BENEFITS 


A British passport provided many facili- 
ties which other countries did not possess, 
and, moreover, curried great prestige. Fho 
backing of the British Government pro- 
vided the security necessary to complete 
land purchase. Ulster shared in the 
benefits of expenditure incurred: by the 
Navy, Army and Air Forces; building of 
ships, the construction and upkeep of 
military and Air Force centres, the manu- 
facture of aerop'ane cloth, etc., all pro- 
vided a source of profit to the country.
